of the saw. the clang of the anvil, 
the roar of traffic are all part of a 
mighty symphony, not only of ma- 
terial but of spiritual progress. 


HELPS ART AND RELIGION 


"Out of them the nation is support- 


ing its religious institutions, endow- 
ing its colleges, providing its charities, 
furnishing 
adornments of • architec-

Blaine Thursday 
visualized the life of Henry Krumrey, 
founder of the AVisconsin Cheese Fed- 
eration as a. challenge to use coopera- 
tion as the instrument through which 
agriculture shall be made to receive 
its fair share of the national income.

that will promote the ideals of the pio- 
neers and the martyrs who blazed the 
trails in the proposed development of 
a richer and more abundant rural life. 


The university will fail in its mis- 


sion if it does not need this call and 
challenge. Sen. Blaine asserted.

It is a fact that the average citizen 


completely abolishes his usual code of 
courtesy when lie is behind the wheel of 
an automobile. A large number of our 
25.302 fatalities last year were the direct 
result of lack of courtesy on the part of 
motorists and pedestrians. The practice 
of courtesy and caution among pedestri- 
ans and motorists will eliminate a large 
percentage of highway accidents. Dis- 
courtesy on the part of either often re- 
sults in loss of temper, confusion, seri- 
ous collisions and loss of life. 


If every driver would treat pedestrians 


as he would have motorists treat him 
when he is walking, and if every pedes- 
trian would show motorists the same con- 
sideration 
he demands of pedestrians 


when he is driving, the highway accident 
problem would be partially solved. That 
should be the golden rule of the road, 
never to be violated. Courtesy and cau- 
tion should qualify the conduct of pedes- 
trians as well as motorists. 
Last year 


16.800 pedestrians were killed, and 
in 


more than 10.000 cases the pedestrian 
was found to be principally at fault. 
-The operation of motor vehicles by in- 
toxicated drivers is a serious menace to 
public safety. Driving while under the 
influence of liquor constitutes criminal 
carelessness and no amount of courtesy 
on the part of other drivers can overcome 
the hazard created by such violation of 
safety principles. Uncompromising pub- 
lic sentiment against driving while in- 
toxicated is necessary .to the success of 
the safety movement.

Immunity to Try Poisoning 


As a child I suffered much from ivy poisoning", 
g unable to "walk IDV a patch of the stuff with- 


out setting poisoned. One time my feet and legs 
a6ovc the knees were a solid mass. One day when 
I was about fifteen years old a iieigrhrjor told me to 
eat a few leaves of the plant. I did so and have 
never been poisoned since. I wonder whether this 
immunized me, or did I acquire immunity from the 
manv attacks of poisoning' I had had. (Rev. .J. "W. 
W.) 


Answer—I can give only my opinion, that attacks 


of ivy poisoning' seem to confer no immunity, hut 
on the contrary seem to render the victim even 
more susceptible to subsequent attacks. But the in- 
ternal administration of minute doses of the poison- 
ous principle seems to confer 
immunity. Eating: 


some of the poison ivy leaves is an old method. 
On mere theoretic grounds physicians fancy there 
is some danger in this. I don't knov.-. I wish other 
readers who may have had any experience with 
this method would give us their observations. It 
may be just as safe as the internal administration 
of minute homeopathic doses of the poisonous prin- 
ciple in medicinal form. In this state of ignorance 
I dare not recommend the method.

SIMILARITY OF GOVERNMENT 
When the free and independent re- 


public of Liberia was proclaimed in 
1S47 it was organized with a consti- 
tution based on that of the United 
States- The executive is a President 
and he has a Cabinet or Council of six 
members. The legislative power is 
vested in a bicameral parliament call- 
ed the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. The President 
and the 


members of the lower house, number- 
ing fifteen in all are elected for four- 
year terms. There are eight Senators 
and they arc elected for six years. 
Electors must be of negro blood and 
owners of land. 


Government accounts are reckoned 


generally in American dollars; while 
commercial accounts are in English 
currency. The Liberian coinage con- 
sists of 50, 25 10 cent silver pieces 
.nd 2 and 1 cent copper pieces. 
Railways are non-existent in Liber- 


ia and the agricultural and other de- 
velopment of the country is still in 
a backyard state. Cotton and cocoa 
are grown 5n small quantities. Rub- 
ber cultivation has been introduced 
and there are now about 1200 acres 
of trees in production- Coffee of the 
native varitly is a staple crop and oth- 
er products include palm oil. palm 
kernels, kola nuts, chiilies. beni seed. 
7inatto seed, rice, and raffia palm.

Alfal- 
fa from South America must be stain- 
ed I per cent orange red; alfalfa and 
red clover from all other countries ex- 
cept Canada (that is, seed largely of 
Asiatic origin) must be stained 1 per 
cent green, and Canadian seed shall 
be stained 1 per cent violet. Alfalfa 
seed of unknown origin must be stain- 
ed 10 per cent red. 


One might think from reading the 


act that a certain, proportion of each 
seed grain is to be stained, while the 
rest of the minute grain is left ,its nat- 
ural color. The requirement is, how- 
ever, that of a shipment of seed, a 
certain percentage of the grains shall 
be taken out, stained-, and then mixed 
with the whole consignment. A.' L. 
Stone, director of seed inspection at 
the Wisconsin College of Agriculture, 
keeps on his desk several small cans 
of stained, imported seed, which il- 
lustrate the carrying out of the terms 
of the act.

The reason for the passage of such 


law. Mr. Stone explains, is not to es- 
tablish an embargo on seeds, fi-om any 
particular country, but to 
identify 


their origin. Seeds from warm clim- 
ates, such as exists in southern Italy, 
do not well survive the rigors of a 
Wisconsin winter. For that reason, 
Canadian alfalfa and red clover seed 
is considered desirable in this state. 


The United States imported twen-

Hence the nickname, given him as 
soon as he joined the majors. 


This chap "Josh" Billings is unusu- 


al in that he is a high-brow, mentally, 
and wears spectacles, a la Lee Mead- 
ows and Carmen Hill, pitching stars of 
the Pittsburg Pirates. Billings was ed- 
ucated at Brown University. 


Older fans, who recall Jean Dubuc, a 


star, of the Tigers' pitching staff a 
dozen years back, will note a great 
similarity between the style of young 
Billings and the veteran Dubuc. And 
it is only proper that the resemblance 
should be most striking, since it was 
Dubuc, as coach at Brown Univer- 
sity, who instructed Billings in the art 
of pitching. 


When Dubuc, who acts as scout for 


the team on which he once starred. 
sent Billings to the Tigers, he express- 
ed the belief that the youngster was 
capable of making thu grade without 
any minor league experience. 


Taking Dubuc at his word, Manager 


Moriarty put Billings to the acid test 
a few days after his arrival in Detroit.
